Such states as Washington, where il- 
literacy is lowest, yva see something 
going on. Russia and the United 
States could easily feed the world if 
ttwy were as progressive as France 
and Germany; but we are facing a 
prospective food famine Despite the 
ports of Germany being blockaded b; 
the navy of England, Germany has 
foaght nearly all Europe, and remains 
OMonqoered. We fought and sab- 
jugated the Indian by superior intelli 
gence and equipment; and tbe invinci- 
ble legions of Jalios Caesar overpow- 
ered tbe tribes of Gaul and Britain 
who were our ancestors. 

We eertatnly are in war and are find- 
ing Jordan a hard road to travel. As 
has been the case in all previous strug- 
glea, the war orator and Jingo journal- 
ist have howled like the red Numidian 
Ikn for people to "die for the Flag," 
b«t so soon as war Is a reality they 
become silent in four languages; 
While tbe silent farmer, artisan and 
teacher, who are the flower and pride 

of chivalry euiist and do ttie dying; 
while Uie war evangel, with his, 
month, beeoMe e a rtioddy oentraetor, 
kills men with embclcued beef and 
tbe arm> canteen, exu^ru on tlie wiu- 
owe and orphans eaneed b) war; and 
when peace reigns, take charge of the 
churcti, business and politics.
